Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 28 June 2007 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Regarding claims 1 , 8 and 10, applicant asserts that Chang, as modified by Saito fails 
to disclose the claimed limitation of the control unit "converts the potential levels of the data lines and control signal lines connected with 
the at least one function module to a predetermined potential level in response to the power cutoff signal and then generates a backup 
power supply enable signal to enable the back up power supply unit to supply power", and that there is no motivation to combine Chang 
and Saito. The examiner respectfully disagrees. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves 
or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed, Cir. 
1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case. Chang discloses a processor that generates an 
enable signal 144 that activate a timing unit and a timing unit sends a notification signal to a power management unit. The power 
management unit then disconnects the main power source and the back up power source is used (see page 2, [0016]). The examiner 
maintains that this reads on limitation of a control unit comprising application programs and an operating system, and runs the application 
programs or controls the at least one module and generating a back up power supply enable signal to enable the back up power supply 
unit to supply power. Saito teaches the functionality of a controller circuit 3 that changes the output level of its output g from high to low 
based on a reset voltage detector circuit 2 changing its voltage output from high to low. The examiner maintains that this reads on "control 
unit converts potential levels of the data lines and control signal lines connected with the at least one function module to a predetermined 
potential level in response to the power cutoff signal". The motivation to combine comes from the combination of Chang and Saito. 
Therefore Claims 1 , 8 and 10 stand rejected. Claims 6, 7, 9, 1 1-13 and 15 stand rejected based on their being dependent on claims 1 , 8 
and 10. 
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
